MassPIRG & Earth Day

MassPIRG held a press con¬ 
ference on Earth Day April 22, 
1993 on the South Campus quad. 
The conference was held to 
announce the launching of the 
PIRG's National Bottle Bill 
Campaign. Local radio stations 
WLLH and WCAP attended, 
along with local Cable Channel 
6. MassPIRG member Jeff 
Nazzaro announced the start of 
the “Bottles to Bill, Cans to 
Clinton Campaign" as a part of 
the National Bottle Bill 
Campaign. “We are asking con¬ 
cerned students and citizens to 
send bottles and cans to the 
White House as a demonstration 
of the necessity of a National 
Bottle Bill." Nazzaro said. 

80%-90% of all bottles and 
cans with deposits are returned 
according to National General 
Accounting Office (GAO) most 
of glass and plastic recycled 
nationwide comes from deposit 
returns and 40% of aluminum. 
To officially kick off the cam¬ 
paign MassPIRG released the 
latest data on anti-bottle bill 
PAC money given to canidates 
for Congress over the last two 
election cycles. The data reveals 
that: 

- 15 special interest PAC’s gave 
over $6 million to Congressional 
canidates between 1989-1992. 


- The largest contributers. 
National Beer Wholesalers 
Association, RJR Nabisco, Inc., 
and Phillips Morris Co. (owners 
of Miller Brewing Co.), each 
contributed over a $1 million. 

The Bottle Bill has been 
introduced every Congress for 
the last 20 years. However, until 
U.S. PIRG launched it’s

WJUL, UMass 

Lowell’s radio station, is set to 
move their transmission facilities 
to the top of Fox Hall some time 
in the next six weeks. Approved 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) in February 
of 1992,—three years after a for¬ 
mal application was sent to the 
FCC—the move has been post¬ 
poned until this summer, when it 
will probably be made. 

According to Tony 
Janeczek, a 1976 University of 
Lowell graduate who works as a 
computer designer and now 
serves as an alumni advisor to 
WJUL, “[the facilities plant] 
never seemed to put [the trans¬ 
mission facilities move] at the 
top of its’ priority list.” 
However, with the September 5, 
1993 deadline imposed by the 
FCC looming. Facilities has 
placed WJUL “at the top of their 
priority list,” according to 
Janeczek, and are “moving on it 
pretty good.” 

Facilities is currently 
lining up a contractor, but 
Janeczek feels the September 5

deadline will still be missed. In 
the event the deadline is exceed¬ 
ed, WJUL can file for an exten¬ 
sion, which is usually granted if, 
according to Janeczek, “work is 
in progress.” “As long as 
[WJUL] is putting the pieces 
together, there should be no 
problem in getting an extension. 

WJUL currently oper¬ 
ates at 1700 watts with a “height 
above average terrain.” The sta¬ 


tion will operate at 1400 watts 
from the top of Fox Hall, but will 
increase the height of their trans¬ 
mission facilities from the cur¬ 
rent 30 meters to 62 meters. 
This will translate into 62 per¬ 
cent greater coverage or 72 addi¬ 
tional square miles. The station 
will now broadcast over an area 
covering 185 square miles. 

The decrease in wattage 
is necessary to compensate for 


the added height. The non-com¬ 
mercial “college band” is more 
crowded than the commercial 
FM band. WJUL has to protect 
established coverage zones exist¬ 
ing at similar frequencies. 
WJUL’s frequency is 91.5; a pre¬ 
existing radio station at Phillips 
Academy in Andover operates at 
91.7, requiring WJUL to limit 
the wattage they can send out in 
that direction. 


Most major Boston 
radio stations, like KISS 108, 
who broadcasts from the top of 
Boston’s Prudential tower, oper¬ 
ate at 50,000 watts. 

The increased range for 
WJUL will help new Program 
Director Scott Dolliver achieve 
his goal of returning the station 
to the status it once held as one 
of the top five college radio sta¬ 
tions in the country. 

“The moving of our 
transmission facilities is definite¬ 
ly going to h^lp increase listener- 
ship,” Dolliver said. The 
Program Director since March, 
Dolliver wants to format specific 
types of music into specific time 
slots; recent additions include a 
Jazz show and the airing of pre¬ 
recorded programs such as “The 
Other Side,” and “The Big 
Backyard.” 

WJUL, which maintains 
studios in Lydon Library, will 
remain at the North Campus 
library despite the facilities 
move. 

“Right now we are 
monitoring our production stu¬ 
dios, so it looks like we’re going 
to be [at Lydon] for a while,” 
Dolliver stated.

Forget about the money. None of us average Jills 
and Joes has a million dollars anyway, except that guy 
who winged in a 3/4 court prayer at Chicago Stadium last 
week. In this country, where yesterdays bad novels give 
us today’s avenues of escape via film, “Indecent 
Proposal,” the nation’s top-grossing film, is posing this 
month’s soul-searching question. 

“Indecent Proposal” is at best an average film that 
has the entire country squawking over whether they 
would or wouldn’t (come on). Based on a sex-for-money 
proposition, the movie achieves one objective: marketing 
women and sex. 

In a Massachusetts city far away from Hollywood, a 
young woman is seeking to escape “indecent proposals.” 
She hears them all the time, she says, and with no mil¬ 
lion dollar incentives, $5000 dresses or piano-manned 
yachts. Her clothes, like her emotions, run in color from 
vibrant to black. She wears a lot of black. A black 
denim jacket over a black body suit; multi-colored 
striped pants held up by an impossibly wide black, 
leather belt. Her fashion statement carries the weight of 
a life with a splash of color mixed like the metaphors in 
this sentence onto a palate of black. She is crying out 
for escape—for fun, enjoyment or simple peace. The 
sentiment prevails from the blond-streaked mop of curls 
on the top of her head, to the hard, shiny shoes with the 
thick, rubber souls she wears on her feet. Her shoes are 
black. 

Her name is Jen. It could easily be Lisa, Donna, or 
Jane. She is twenty years old and has a three year old 
daughter. She is not, nor has she ever been, married. 
She is a creative, intelligent art student at a community 
college. She writes horror fiction and poetry. She has 
very little in this world except for her daughter. She 
also has a tiny, crescent-shaped scar below her left eye— 
a permanent record of the night her daughter’s father 
pushed her face through a window pane. 

Jen’s daughter is the one good thing left from the 
abusive, violent relationship that produced her only 
child. She loves her daughter, but she is still weary of 
members of the opposite sex. 

While caring for her child, pursuing an education, 
and earning a few extra bucks waitressing, Jen tries to 
remember what it should be like to be twenty years old 
and in college. She is tired of ruthless come-ons and 
feeling obligated to politeness so that she can feed her 
kid with the succession of nickels, dimes and quarters 
she peels off of sticky tables. She wants freedom from 
insults, from degradation, from “indecent proposals.” 

Jen is a victim. A victim of sexual harassment, 
mental abuse, and senseless physical brutality. Though 
she often feels it, she is far from being alone. A disturb¬ 
ing amount of women in the United States endures abuse 
at the hands of men — husbands, boyfriends, bosses, 
strangers. To many of these women, seemingly simple 
“advances” turn frightening and offensive. Jen is one of 
those women. 

On a Friday night, after a preposterously long day of 
taking classes and classlessness, a male customer 
entreated Jen to a simple cup of coffee. But the invita¬ 
tion carried further connotations. 

Jen has become so used to simply being taken, or 
shoved, or pushed through glass, that the inappropriate¬ 
ness of this particular “indecent proposal” was more than 
insignificant to her. These types of things occur every 
day, every minute, every second and more now that 
spring is here and women wear shorts and skirts and are 
leered after and stared at some more and they want it that 
way, don’t they? well, yes, probably, a lot of the times, 
and, no, not really, not at all, a lot of the times. It is 
very difficult to gauge when is the appropriate time to 
“offer” oneself to members of the opposite sex, so, if in 
doubt, don’t do it. Since hypocrisy can be as tricky as 
sexual interaction sometimes is, innocence will not be 
claimed here.

I’ve noticed that many students around campus have a relatively ignorant 
attitude about homosexuals. I heard one kid say, “All queers should be executed!” 
Can we not just have some mutual respect? 

The issue of homosexuality in our society is not as complicated as it 
might seem. For me, it is helpful to think of it as a gender issue. Each gender has its 
set of not so specified rights, responsibilities and distinctions. For instance, men and 
women do not share the same restrooms; the man wears the tux and the woman 
wears the wedding gown; for obvious genetic reasons, the woman give birth ad the 
man does not.

While the Wailers Band’s 
recent debut album “LD.” 
received a Grammy nomination, 
the origins of the group began 
over two decades ago. Bob 
Marley, Peter Tosh and Bunny 
Wailer shared the Loved FO U. 
S. Doowhoppers like the 
Moonglows and the Impressions, 
and formed a harmony group 
called The Wailers. In 1967, the 
upsetters, considered the best 
reggae band on the island 
became The Wailers back-up 
Band. The combination of the 
Wailers with the former 
Upsetters Aston “Family Man’’ 
Barrett on Bass and Brother 
Carlton Barrett on Drums 


(known as “Reggae’s hardest 
Rhythm Team’’) created a sound 
which propelled them and reggae 
on to the international music 
scene. 

In the 70’s, after the 
Wailers split. Bob Marley, the 
Barrett Brothers, keyboardist 
Earl “Wire’’ Lindo and gui¬ 
tarist/vocalist Junior Marvin 
became Marley’s Band, which 
was still called The Wailers. 
Along with the female backing 
vocalists the I-Threes and per¬ 
cussionist Alvin “Seeco’’ 
Patterson, they toured and 
recorded as Bob Marley & The 
Wailers. 

The Wailers band is a key 
piece of music history. Its work 
with Marley - which meant 
everything from writing and co¬ 
writing tunes to arranging - liter¬ 
ally helped changed the way 
music sounds all over the world. 
Together, Bob Marley & The 
Wailers changed the face of pop¬ 
ular music, bringing reggae to 
the ears and hearts of music 
lovers the world over. As Junior 


Marvin recalls: “Right before 
Bob died, he said, ‘Please keep 
the band together and concen¬ 
trate on the quality of the songs.’ 
So we began to build on the 
foundations we set up and to live 
up to his musical standards.’’ 

Live the band loosens up 
the grooves, they swagger and 
skank and develop the richly 
hypnotic textures that have made 
reggae a part of the every record 
producer’s bag of tricks for the 
last decade and more. 

On stage or off. The 
Wailers band make it clear that 
reggae has more than survived 
the untimely death of Bob 
Marley, towering figure that he 
was: It continues to reach people 
through the entertainment maze 
that is worldwide. 

This collective band of 
world ranking musicians have so 
rocked the world with the 
strength and exhilarating power 
of their music that it is doubtful 
if there will ever be another band 
like them.

For Your Information: 

Help Fight Campus Crime 

We’re back one last time with more crime information 
from Chief Rowe’s office and the UMass Lowell Police 
Department. The articles we have written on campus crime were 
meant to let you know just how serious this issue is. We also want 
the students here to cooperate with the university police. 

As we all know, crime is a fact of life and college cam¬ 
puses are no exception. University Police received over 8,000 ser¬ 
vice calls last year and an average of every 15th call was a report¬ 
ed crime. Out of all the reported crime calls, the university police 
made 66 arrests. Most of the crimes were against student and uni¬ 
versity property, not crimes against a person. A large percentage 
of the offenders were by no way connected to the university, and 
many of them had extensive criminal records. What we’re getting 
at is that there is a LACK OF AWARENESS among the student 
body at UMass Lowell. Since most of these offenses are property 
crimes occurring during daylight hours, they are preventable. The 
students here definitely need to get involved. This does not mean 
going after the offender yourself. It means that each and every stu¬ 
dent needs to take notice of what’s happening and needs to coop¬ 
erate with university police. 

As we mentioned in an earlier article, anything you think 
may be suspicious probably is! Don't hesitate to call UMass 
Police even if you’re not sure that a crime has actually happened. 
So many more arrests would be made if the students quickly and 
promptly reported what they saw! 

One last reminder: UMass Lowell University Police has 
many services available to the students. Know that not only is the 
police department willing to assist you, but so is library security, 
the escort service, the EMT’s and the security officers in the resi¬ 
dence halls. They are there to offer help if you need it!
